The constables’ positions have become increasingly more active 
in the past two years. 


During this past year the number of breaking and entering crimes 
has increased. Citizens are encouraged to report any suspicious 
activities seen, people and vehicles, and may call local authorities 
for suggestions on what they can do to help protect their own 
homes and possessions. 


A privately owned low band radio was set up with alternate 
power source in case of a power failure with communications to 
Knox, Lincoln and Waldo authorities, ambulances and hospitals 
with a volunteer at the base standing by while constables are out 
on call. This radio has added greatly to the security and protection 
of the town, especially when outside assistance was required. 


Statistical data of complaints received and investigations made 
by me during the year are as follows: Dog related and stray dogs, 
14; Car accidents, 1; Breaking and entering, 11; Vandalism, 2; 
Stolen vehicles, 1; Theft, 1; Deer jacking calls, 7; Assist other police, 
5; Assist motorist, 6; Assist citizen, 10; Harrassment 1; Bogus 
checks, 4; Civil disturbance, 4; Disturbing peace, 2; Trespassing, 9;

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REPORT OF THE TIME & TIDE RESOURCE 
CONSERVATION & DEVELOPMENT AREA 


Time & Tide is a people program. It is sponsored and directed by 
the local people and gives them an opportunity to come together to 
develop ideas and plans for projects focusing on natural resources. 


With the efforts of local people from Harpswell to Monroe serving 
on the council or one of the eight resource committees, much as been 
done to make Mid Coast Maine a better place to live and work. 


Many Time & Tide RC&D measures have been completed. Some 
have had minimal and some major inputs from the Time & Tide 
Council and committees. 


A printed report on a workshop on ‘Public Access to Water”’ was 
printed by the Department of Marine Resources. Work was done 
with a number of agencies and individuals regarding the technical 
needs of aquaculture. Lincoln County Commissioners got the re- 
cycling program going. The State Bureau of Parks and Recreation 
was able to complete the construction of a new State park at Dam- 
ariscotta Lake. The South Bristol School has carried out plans and 
has eliminated the critical erosion problem and improved the play- 
ground for the school. Belfast has installed some piping at the city 
park to help reduce erosion and flooding. Brooks has developed 
facilities and a program for medical assistance for the town. Much 
effort has been given to promote good forestry for the area. 


These are only a few of the accomplishments in the Time & Tide 
Area. A number of towns and cities are in the process of completing 
a Does your town have problems that we might help you 
with?

TITLE 36 SECTION 706 MRSA: 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors may give seasonable notice in writing to all persons 
liable to taxation in the municipality to furnish to the Assessors TRUE AND PERFECT LISTS of 
all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day 
of April of the same year. 


The notice to owners may be by mail directed to the last known address of the taxpayer or by any 
other method that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make 
application to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that he was UNABLE to furnish it at 
the time appointed. 


The Assessors may require the person furnishing the list to make oath to its truth. They may also 
require him to answer, in writing, all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation, and value of his 
property, liable to be taxed in the State. The Assessors are not bound to accept such list and 
answers as final. 

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 
“Present market cost” refers to the cost to the owner at today’s market prices PLUS FREIGHT,re- 
gardless of the original invoice cost. 


Boats are taxable in the municipality in which the owner is a resident, or in the municipality in 
which the boat is situated, if the owner is a non-resident of the State of Maine. 


If further information is needed, or if assistance is required to complete this form, call at, or tele- 
phone the Assessors’ Office. 


CRITERIA FOR VETERANS’ AND VETERANS’ WIDOWS EXEMPTIONS 
VETERANS Estates of veterans, which include real and personal property, together with the interest of a spouse 
in property held in joint tenancy, are exempt up to $4,000 of full valuation and only in the place 
where the veteran is a legal resident, provided the veteran: 
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Has | been a legal resident of this State for at least a total of 10 years (aor YS lkiglen con- 
secutive) prior to making claim for exemption; 

Has notified in writing the assessors of the municipality in which he resides of his claim 
for exemption and furnished proof of his entitlement on or before April 1 (such notifi- 
cation once made need not be repeated in subsequent years); 

Has reached the age of 62 years; or 

Is receiving a pension or compensation from the United States Government for total dis- 
ability, either service or nonservice connected, as a veteran. 


VETERANS’ In order for a widow of a veteran, or a member of the armed forces who died while in service during 
WIDOWS a war time period, to be exempt from taxation up to $4000 of full valuation in the place of legal 
residence, she must:

Be unremarried (the divorced wife of-a veteran or the remarried widow of a veteran is 
not eligible for exemption); 

Be herself receiving, regardless of her age, a pension or compensation as a widow of a 
veteran from the United States Government; or 

Be a widow of a veteran who would be entitled to such exemption if living. 


NOTE: When a qualified veteran dies intestate leaving property and is survived by a widow 
and a minor child or children, they are jointly entitled only to a single exemption of up to 
$4,000 of full valuation.

January 1, 1978 to December 31, 1978 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Washington for the municipal year ended December 31, 
1978. The audit included an examination of the records maintain- 
ed by the various officers of the Town. The examination included 
a review of cash transactions and an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The results are incorporated in the following text, 
exhibits and schedules. 


ASSETS... The cash balance of $45,607.77 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Camden National Bank, Camden, 
Maine, and count of cash on hand. 


Taxes receivable of $20,195.29 consisted of uncollected current 
year’s accounts of $17,833.20 and unpaid prior years’ accounts of 
$2,362.09 dating from 1967. 


Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances 
shown on the records of the Selectmen. 

RESERVES... Departmental accounts reflect an unexpended 
balance of $22,895.75 being carried forward to the 1979 municipal 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or as customary. 

SURPLUS ... The unappropriated surplus of $39,229.62 at the 
year’s end displayed a decrease of $15,619.98 as compared with the 
preceding year. An analysis of this decrease is shown on Exhibit E. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND... The community building fund 
with accumulated interest totaled $1,362.70. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS... The total amount of trust 
and special fund principals was $30,615.47 and undistributed 
income amounted to $15,435.11. The total principals and income 
are invested as follows:

Section 2: PERMIT: Before any construction shall be commenced, 
the owner or lessee, or the architect, contractor or builder, employed 
by such owner, shall obtain a permit covering the proposed work. 


A: APPLICATION: The application for the permit shall be made 
in such form as the Municipal Officers shall prescribe, and shall 
contain such information as they deem necessary. 


B: APPROVAL OR REFUSAL: The municipal officers shall (1) 
issue the permit (2) State in writing that it has been refused, and he 
shall be required to state any and all reasons for refusal. This shall 
be done not more than thirty (30) days after the application is in 
their hands. If an approval or refusal has not been received within 
said 30 days, it shall be deemed refused. 


C: LIFE OF PERMIT: All building permits shall be void unless 
work thereunder is commenced within one year from the date of . 
issuance. 
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D: DISPLAY OF PERMIT: Every building permit shall be dis- 
played on the premises clearly visible from the exterior, and shall 
not be removed until all work covered has been completed. 


Section 3: FEES: The fee shall be ten dollars. 


Section 4: All plumbing and sewerage disposal shall be in strict 
conformance with the State of Maine Law and the State Plumbing 
Code. 


Section 5: Each dwelling including mobile homes shall be provided 
with a water supply. 


Section 6: VIOLATIONS: Any building, dwelling, trailer, mobile 
home or any part thereof constructed, or relocated in violation of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall be considered a NUISANCE. 


Section 7: PENALTY: Any person found guilty of violation of 
any provision of this chapter shall be subject to a fine of not less 
than (5) five dollars, or more than one hundred (100) dollars for 
each offense. Each day in which violation is proved to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense under this section. 


Section 8: APPEAL: Appeal from refusal of permit, and later 
appeals, shall be taken in accordance with 30 M.R.S. ...2151 as 
amended.

The Town of Washington is a growing community, both in 
population and construction of new buildings. There were over thirty 
new buildings in Town this year. We have reached a valuation of 
$13,500,000.00 and the state projects $15,000,000.00 for 1980. Many 
of us find this hard to comprehend, but with real estate selling at an all 
time high, we find they may be right. These figures are based on recent 
sales information from our town. 

Local government is getting more time consuming each day. This 
year, in addition to meeting state requirements for assessing at 100% 
valuation, we were also required to meet what they term ‘‘quality 
rating’’ or ‘‘coefficient of dispersion.’’ This involved making a sales 
ratio study of all property sold during the past year. We were expected 
to assess all property in comparison to the sales in Town at fair market 
value. By law, we were expected to reach a ‘‘quality rating’’ of 25 or 
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less in 1979 or the state would require a revaluation by a professional 
firm. I am happy to report we met the requirement with a quality 
rating of 17. 


Because this is such a time consuming task we find it takes much 
longer to get the tax commitment ready for the tax collector. 
Therefore, our tax bills are later arriving than we would like. 


Drawing from surplus, as we have been doing in recent years, cuts 
down on our cash flow. The Town relies on tax money to pay its bills. 
Each month we have certain commitments which must be met. For 
example, our school payments are almost $11,000.00 each month. 
Add to this the usual bill for lights (street lights), telephone (Red Line 
Warning System), and of course insurance premiums must be paid on 
time. Also add wages for people working for the town. Elected officials 
on salary do not draw their money until December. 


Another state requirement is a “‘Sludge Pit’’ for the Town of 
Washington. In 1977 we joined with the Town of Jefferson to operate 
a sludge pit on the Blackburn property on Route #126. This year the 
Department of Enviromental Protection inspected the property. We 
installed two ‘‘test wells’’ so they (DEP) may inspect and test the soil 
to be sure we are meeting regulations. We must now install a holding 
tank for use during winter months. 


We have been fortunate that there are so many federal and state 
programs to help those on low and fixed-incomes. This has helped the 
welfare account. We also try to encourage people needing assistance 
to work for the town or reimburse the town. This has kept the welfare 
account from being depleted. 


The first Friday of each month the Town Hall is now in use. For 
three years I have been collecting and distributing used clothing to 
Washington residents. This past winter we decided to call it a 
‘“‘Clothing Exchange.’’ We invite Washington residents to participate 
in this recycling of clothing. There is no money involved. Clothing is 
brought for exchange. This program is for everyone on the first Friday 
of every month from 1:30 to 2:30 p.m. I wish to thank those volun- 
teers who have helped me on those cold Fridays. At Christmas time, 
toys were collected and distributed to those needing a helping hand. 
Many families have participated in the Clothing Exchange and we 
hope many more will join us this year. We ask that clothes be clean, 
mended and sized if possible. 
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I would like to thank the personnel at Prescott Memorial School 
and the Farrar-Ross VFW Post for the use of their buildings for 
elections and meetings and Rock Maple Realty for their free services 
for the town this year. Your help was greatly appreciated.

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Road Commissioner’s Report 


The year has been unpredictable on material prices and state 
hourly rate. The spring started out with culverts needing to be reset on 
several roads. Replacements on Sprague Road doing away with a 
small bridge, other roads were Med-O-Lark, Dorman, Nelson Ridge 
and a number on the County Road. Washouts from spring rains were 
filled, and the town’s tarred roads were patched three different times 
this year. Gravel was placed on Mountain Road, Crystal Lake, 
Prescott, Med-O-Lark, lane at West Washington, Fitch, Nelson 
Ridge, Dorman, Sprague and County Roads. Grading was done both 
spring and fall with the truck-drawn grader. The improved roads 
being graded this summer by a power grader and calcium placed on 
them. Some ditching was done on Hopkins, Mountain and County 
Roads. Mowing was done on all town roads this year. Brush cutting 
this year was done on Crystal Lake and Mountain Roads. 

I would like to note that the Mountain Road is the last of the 
bushes needing to be cut. 

The tar money this year was spent on the Vanner Road. 

In the year 1980, I foresee replacing planks and beams on 
Skidmore Bridge and planks on Bump Hill Bridge. Ditching work 
needs to done in some places. Culverts need to be replaced on 
Mountain Road. Retarring town roads is greatly needed. This account 
needs to be increased to-meet the high cost of tarring.

TITLE 36 SECTION 706 MRSA: 


Before making an assessment, the Assessors may give seasonable notice in writing to all persons liable to 
taxation in the municipality to furnish to the Assessors TRUE AND PERFECT LISTS of all their estates, not by 
law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same year. 


The notice to owners may be by mail directed to the last known address of the taxpayer or by any other method 
that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is thereby barred of his right to make application to 
the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he furnishes such list with his 
application and satisfies them that he was UNABLE to furnish it at the time appointed. 


The Assessors may require the person furnishing the list to make oath to its truth. They may also require him to 
answer, in writing, all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation, and value of his property, liable to be taxed in 
the State. The Assessors are not bound to accept such list and answers as final. 


GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 


‘‘Present market cost’’ refers to the cost to the owner at today’s market prices PLUS FREIGHT, regardless of 
the original invoice cost. 


Boats are taxable in the municipality in which the owner is a resident, or in the municipality in which the boat is 
situated, if the owner is a non-resident of the State of Maine.

(5) Has reached the age of 62 years: or 

(6) Is receiving a pension or compensation from the United States Government for total disability, either 
service Or nonservice connected, as a veteran. 


VETERANS’ In order for a widow of a veteran, or a member of the armed forces who died while in service during a war time 
WIDOWS _ period, to be exempt from taxation up to $4,000 of full valuation in the place of legal residence, she must: 

(1) Bea legal resident of the State of Maine; 

(2) Have been a legal resident of this State fora total of 10 years prior to making claim for exemption; or 

(3) Bethe survivor of a veteran who was a legal resident of this State when he entered military service; or 

(4) Be the survivor of a veteran who would have been a resident of this State for at least a total of 10 years 
prior to making claim for exemption, if living; and 

(5) Have notified in writing the assessors of the municipality in which she resides of the claim for exemption 
and furnished proof of entitlement on or before April 1 (such notification once made need not be 
repeated in subsequent years); 

(6) Be unremarried (the divorced wife of a veteran or the remarried widow of a veteran is not eligible for 
exemption); 

(7) Be herself receiving, regardless of her age, a pension or compensation as a widow of a veteran from the 
United States Government; or 

(8) Bea widow of a veteran who would be entitled to such exemption if living. 

NOTE: When a qualified veteran dies intestate leaving property and is survived by a widow and a minor 
child or children, they are jointly entitled only toa single exemption of up to $4,000 of full valuation. 
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Mid-Coast Regional 
Planning Commissioner 


The Eastern Mid-Coast Regional Planning Commission is a 
voluntary association of towns, cities and counties serving 32 com- 
munities in Knox and Waldo Counties. Each member may appoint 
two voting representatives to the Commission. A nine member 
Executive Committee, elected from these representatives, meets 
approximately monthly to direct the activities of the Commission. 

The paid staff of the Commission includes a Planning Director, 
Planner, and Secretary/Administrative Assistant. Commission offices 
are located at 10 Summer Street, Rockport, and are open from 8:00 
a.m. to 4:00 p.m. (Tel. 236-8408). The annual budget for 1978-79 was 
$48,941.00, about 25% from local sources. 

During 1979, the Commission completed a two-year contract 
with the Department of Environmental Protection under the ‘‘208’’ 
Area-wide Water Quality Management Program. This program will 
study solid waste, septage, lake managemnt and water quality 
problems in 1980. The EMCRPC has assisted Friendship, Cushing, 
Thomaston, Warren, Rockport and Vinalhaven under the Coastal 
Zone Management Local Contract Program. Activities have included 
a solid waste management study, harbor planning assistance, a natural 
resources inventory, and comprehensive planning assistance. 

The Commission will be preparing a Transit Development Plan 
for public transportation during 1980, and is cooperating with the 
Southern Mid Coast RPC to prepare Annual Operations Plans for 
publicly assisted transportation in Knox and Waldo Counties. The 
Commission has a 17 member Transportation Committee. 

Local assistance requested by the towns has included preparation 
of ordinances and maps and review of subdivision proposals. Monthly 
newsletters are sent to area towns and occasional meetings are held on 
topics of interest to the public. 

The Commission cooperates closely with the Eastern Maine 
Development District on matters affecting economic development and 
is a sponsor of the Time and Tide Resource Conservation and 
Development District.

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Report Of The Time & Tide Resource 


Conservation & Development Area 


Time & Tide is a people program. It is sponsored and directed by 
the local people. It is a base for people to come together to plan and - 
more important - develop and carry out projects focusing on natural 
resources. 


The Program of Action has been supplemented and brought up 
to date. Supplement #4 gives an overview of the Time & Tide RC&D 
activities. Copies are available at the Time & Tide office, Route #1, 
Waldoboro. 


Through the efforts of people working together the following 
measures were completed this year: Woolwich recreation facility, 
Wiscasset Middle School water control and recreation, Owls Head 
tennis court, South Thomaston tennis courts, Boothbay boat ramp, 
Camden parking lot, Bremen recreation area, Harpswell Cemetery 
erosion control. There are also many measures that are in progress, 
such as: Lincolnville recreation, Rockland recreation, Rockport 
tennis, Boothbay Harbor community field, Bath recreation, 
Waldoboro public land, Thomaston recreation and Warren tennis 


courts. 


Some of the activities of the committees included development by 
the Energy Resource Committee of a firewood consumers guide. They 
have also developed an energy conservation project for mobile homes. 
The Forest Resource Committee has been active, holding many 
workshops and adult education programs at different schools. The 
Information Committee continues to publish a monthly newsletter 

The Ocean Resource 
Committee worked on promoting inexpensive fish ladders as well as 
providing information for fishermen. The Recreation & Tourism 
Committee held well attended snowmobile coordination meetings. 
The Soils & Land Use Committee held workshops on wastewater 
disposal. The spinoff of the Agriculture Resource Committee is the 
Mid-Coast Agricultural Resource Center (MARC), which helped to 
re-establish the Prison Farm in Warren.

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COMMENTS 
January 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the Town 
of Washington for the municipal year ended December 31, 1979. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town. The examination included a review of 
cash transactions and an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits and 
schedules. 

ASSETS. . .The cash balance of $37,408.82 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Camden National Bank, Camden, 
Maine, and count of cash on hand. 

Taxes receivable of $30,059.07 consisted of uncollected current 
year’s accounts of $27,688.04 and unpaid prior years’ accounts of 
$2,371.03 dating from 1967. 

Transactions affecting tax liens and tax acquired property were 
reviewed. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with the balances shown 
on the records of the Selectmen. 

RESERVES. . .Departmental accounts reflect an unexpended 
balance of $24,080.30 being carried forward to the 1980 municipal 
year in accordance with legal requirements and/or as customary. 

SURPLUS. . .The unappropriated surplus of $43,373.47 at the 
year’s end displayed an increase of $4,143.85 as compared with the 
preceding year. An analysis of this increase is shown on Exhibit E. 

CAPITAL RESERVE FUND. . .The community building fund 
with accumulated interest totaled $1 5447.19. 

TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS. . .The total amount of trust 
and special fund principals was $30,915.47 and undistributed income 
amounted to $16,801.01. The total principals and income are invested 
as follows:

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SCOPE OF AUDIT. . .The system of internal control was 
reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period. 

Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of the receipts 
retained by the Collector. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying balance sheet and supporting information fairly present 
the financial position of the Town at December 31, 1979, and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.
